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2* "The district I sought to represent is an area 32 miles long, 15 milefl wide and 
include a the city of Madras. There are approximately l60 thousand voters in the 
(Harriet, 8 o per cent of whom are illiterate. Illiteracy is no tor to voting. 

In. fact anyone , either male or female, over 18 ie eligible to vote. There 1c no 
tax levied for the privilege of voting. 


3. "Each c andida te when he has been accredited is allowed to select a symbol by which 
the voter will recognise him when he cast his ballot. In the last election such 
symbols aa the lotua flower, elephant, and camel were used. Voting lists sre 
prepared for the use of the checkers in English and in the language of the 
particular area. 


h. "The elections are conducted, I imagine, such on the same lines aa they are in the 
US. A candidate has posters printed. These posters contain little or no printed 
material but are confined to pictures and of course the candidate *s symbol. The 
test of strength is usually decided in the number of personal appearances a 
candidate can make, and the number of workers he can enlist to electioneer for him. 
Because of the high illiteracy rate, the appeal for votes must be made by word of 
mouth. Thus the more people a candidate can have opreading his program and 
qualifications the better chance he has of getting votes. These workers receive 
pay for their serviced. It therefore becomes apparent that the candidate with 
the most money to spend has the best chance of getting elected. 

5 . -In the last election (presumed to be 1952 ) the winning candidate polled 15 thousand 
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votes while the second sen received 14 thousand out of the possible number of 
l6o thousand*
